welghts and measures, announced to-
day that a standardization of mill
products on a net welght dasis will
be established at & conference he Is
soon to hold with millers.

*The marketing of mill products
ofters greater facilities for the perpe-
tration of fraud In the short delivery
of commodities to the public than
perhaps any other industry,” says
Johnson. “Today the common sack
of flour is offered for sale as weigh-
|ing 49 pounds, but unless flour is
|standardized to this welght, millers
{will discriminate and compete bY
ireduc.tng the welght to whatever
amounts they please, and as the sacks
{1ook approximately the same size the
Ipublic will be at the mercy of the

|which the weight of each sack fell
one pound short of 49 pounds. I re-
quired that another pound of flour
be put in each sack.

SECONDHAND GLASS,

Interesting Methods of a Business That
Is Quite Extensive,

The salvage goss lndustry Is of such
fmportanee and extent that many deal-
ers In secondhand glass specialize In
one branch or another. Some, for In-
stance, handle only plate glass that
cowes to them by reason of the demoll-
tion of old bulkdings, rneed to make
place for new structures. Salvage glass
of this sort briugs prices not far below
those of new glass.

A considernble quantity of the sal
vage glass dealer's stock emanates
from the plate glass Insumopce com-
panfes. The methods of these com-
panles In taklog over glass vary. One
concern may keep bo stock on hand,
almply buying whatever s required to
replace a broken pane, dispesing of the
broken glass, If enough remalins to be
sold, to the salvage dealer. Bome-
times a company will have a ware
house of Its own. to which It will re-
move broken glass that may still be
in condition to use. Frequently It will
happen that only one cormer has been |
broken from a large pane and that this
may be cut down to fit a smdller win.
dow.

Most plate glass Is lnsured, but there
is much that Is not. In the case of an
uninsured plate that is broken the own-
er must, of course, go to a dealer for a
new plate. He will sell the broken
plate to the salvage dealer. [t follows
therefore that from Insumnce com-
panies, from bullding wreckers and
from owners of unlosured glass the
salvage gluss dealers nccumulate great
quantities of secondhand plate glass, I
Much of this Is in such a condition that
it may be reset anywhere. Should the
injury consist. for lnstance, of slmply
& deep scratch in the center It is easy
to make that plate salable. The sec-
ondband dealer cuts out a strip con- |
talning the scratch and thus bave left |
two smaller plates, quite sultable for
smaller windows, ‘

When injured plate glass is too moch |
scratched to be avallable for windows
it Is sometimes made ioto ground or
frosted glass for office purtitions or
doors. Salvage plate glass too small
for use In windows I employed for |
the glass doors of refrigerators, and |
larger pleces are utllized In the making
of glass table tops. Small fragments
go to the making of hand mirrors, al-
though only clear pleces may be so
emplosed. Other pleces, too small for
other purposes, euter into the wmanu.
facture of gliss slgus,

Eventually, when the last plece of
merchantable glues has been cut from
the amaged plece, there remain the
scraps and fragments accumulated in
the cutting. Even these bave thelr
uses, although they do not bring much.
They are melted and used in the manu-
facture of* bottles. — Washington Star, |
